If  we  had  believed  diL-  Hrst  reporis  ou 
the  success  of  the  loan,  which  told  us  tliat 
it  had  been  taken  three  times  over  and  that 
it  was  quoted  at  82,  we  should  now  lie 
sorely  |)uz/,led  to  know  how  it  is  that  not 
one  half  of  the  bonds  have  yet  been  i.-^ued 
and  that  the  quotation  is  now  7:.  And  it 
would  be  most  dilhculi  to  untlersland  how 
a  stock  secured  hy  a  railway  in  operation,  a 
concession  for  a  costly  extension  and  a 
guarantee  from  the  national  government, 
should  he  refused  an  ofiicial  quotation  on 
the  London  stock  exchange.  It  has  been 
well  known  to  many,  however,  that  the 
issue  ol  this  loan  was  not  an  unqnulilied 
success,  and  in  view  of  the  recent  remit- 
tances li-om  die  Treasury  to  the  Rothschilds 
to  cover  "the  purchase  of  old  issues,"  there 
is  very  good  reason  for  ilie  belief  that  not  a 
little  ol  the  appearance  oi  success  whicii  it 
manifested  for  a  moment,  was  due  to  the 
Brazilian  government  itself.  If  the  sub- 
scriptions reported  w&re  bona  fide,  then  we 
fail  to  wiiderstand  how  it  is  that  not  one 
half  of  the  bonds  of  the  loan  have  yet  been 
issued  and  that  the  price  has  droppetl  to 
72.  It  may  be,  o{  course,  that  purely 
clencai  delays  in  the  issue  have  occurred, 
but  in  that  case  why  was  the  mistake  made 
of  asking  for  an  ofliciai  quotation  ?  It  is 
altogether  a  queer  business,  and  is  a  fair 
illustration  of  what  is  almost  certain  10  oc- 
cur when  a  tyro  in  finance  tries  to  play  the 
role  of  a  great  iinancier  Brazil  has  yet  to 
learn,  apparently,  that  shoulder-straps  and 
unlimited  conceit  are  quite  insiifTicicnt  to 
make  a  safe  and  successful  minister  of 
finance.  Training  and  experience  are  two 
very  useful  factors  in*  the  make-up  of  such 
a  minister,  and  if  to  these  is  added  a  few  of 
those  personal  qualities  which  men  soon 
learn  to  trust  implicitly  and  unhesitatingly 
then  we  shall  have  something  which  the 
country  can  depend  upon.  As  it  is,  we 
have  a  discredited  loan,  upon  wliich  the 
Treasury  is  said  to  have  derived  an  inex- 
plicable profit  through  the  medium  of  an 
arbitrary  and  absurd  late  of  exchange.  The 
whole  affair  requires  clearing  u|).  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  an  exphinatiun  will  at 
once  be  asked  lor  in  Congress.

To  vindicate  his  auiluuity  and 
maintain  his  dignity  as  the  chief  executive 
ol  the  state,  he  can  not  permit  such  acts  as 
these  to  pass  unnoticed.  If  he  has  anv 
spirit  at  all,  lie  will  compel  these  meddlesome 
olVicers  to  mind  their  own  iuisiness  or  leave 
the  state,  am!  the  federal  government  will  be 
obliged  to  sustain  him,  or  interfere  again 
for  the  overtlirow  of  an  independent  state 
govcrnmeiu.  It  is  much  the  same  allcrna- 
live  that  was  presented  in  Rio  tirande  and 
Pernaiubuco,  and  the  results  will  undoubi- 
edl}'  l)e  the  same.

We  (lo  not  pretend  to 
know  who  is  right  and  who  is  wrong  in  lliis 
controversy,  but  we  do  know  that  the  federal 
government,  through  its  military  represent- 
atives in  that  state,  is  upholding  ami  en- 
couraging those  who  are  in  oppusition  to 
the  state  government.  Both  sicles  are  prob- 
ably doing  all  they  can  to  provoke  a  quarrel, 
and  to  misrepresent  the  conduct  of  llie 
opposition,  and  for  this  reason  we  are  treated 
to  telegraphic  accusations  and  denials  almosi 
every  day  in  the  week.  And  as  long  as  the

—A  meeting  of  the  creditors  of  Sebastiao  Pinlio 
is  called  for  the  zznd  inSt.  for  the  purpose  of 
decidinp  whether  Ihe  moraiorium  for  twelve  months 
for  which  he  asks  shall  be  granted  to  liini,  or  nol. 
According  to  ihe  banknipt's  showing  his  assets 
amount  lo  92,001,  iGglgoS  and  his  liabilities  to

;C330'000.  This  bank,  which  used  to  be  known 
as  the  Engiisli  Bank  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  sold  its 
Brazdian  business  in  Jime,  i8gi,  (or  £  875,000; 
but  in  November  of  the  .same  year  it  bought  back 
the  privilege  of  carrying  on  business  in  Biasil  lor 
£  75,000— wl^icli  .seems  one  of  the  largest  and 
quickest  profits  on  record.  —  Financial  Nntis,

—A  police  Intjuiry  has  been  opened  at  the  request 
of  Srs,  Pires  Coelho  k  Co,,  to  determine  what 
became  of  4,618  boxes  of  kerosene  which  had  lieeii 
removed  from  the  irapkhe  where  ibey  had  been 
deposited.  The  boxes  in  question  formed  part  of 
the  cargo  ol  lo,ooo  boxes  lirought  by  ihe  James  L, 
/latueyy  wlimli  entered  port  on  December  and  last. 
It  certainly  ought  not  lo  bedilTicuh  to  discover  who 
stole  four  th'iUi'and  boxes  of  kerosene  ! 

— We  hear  that  the  book-keeper  and  CTsliier  of 
one  of  our  well-known  S.antos  linns  recently  ab- 
scoiided  leaving  his  cash  account  short  by  a  coii- 
sulernhle  sum.  He  is  snid  10  have  returned  ui 
Miiglnnd  on  a  New  Zealiind  steamer,  and  it  is  also 
charged  ihat  he  swindled  his  employers  in  Buenos 
.\ires  in  exactly  the  same  way.  We  trust  Ins  em- 
ployers here  will  not  hesiiatc  toailvcrtise  the  rascal, 
even  llmugb  he  is  an  Englishman,  so  as  ii>  prevent 
his  viclimiiiin};  others  in  some  othef  pari  of  the 
worhl. 

—The  sinle  of  affairs  at  the  cusiom. house  is 
again  becoming  almost  indescrihablf.  'The  jdacc 
In  blooked  with  merchandise,  siin|ily  because  of  ihc 
official  delays  in  dispalcliing.  The  entrance  donr.s 
are  also  blocked,  the  men  work  only  ahnui  half  the 
lime,  and  the  port  is  filling  up  with  loaded  liuhiers. 
It  is  again  ha|ipeniiig  that  meiclMudiso  will  remain 
stored  in  lighiera  for  months  before  diseb.irge  into 
llie  custom-house,  and  then  another  moiuii  or  two 
before  the  importer  can  secure  possession  of  bis 
goods.

Tlie  continued 
increased  cost  of  coal,  owing  to  demurrage  iniid  the 
difficulty  in  obtaining  vessels  lo  proceed  to  Santos, 
and  llie  conserpient  higher  rale  of  freigiil,  has 
adversely  affected  the  revcnnc  in  this  (icpartnient. 
Bolh  '--  ■iiciies  of  the  company's  business  have  also 
suffer^"  ' -mn  Ihe  increased  c"st  of  labour,  eoiise- 
qnenl  ii|)on  die  cleprecialion  in  the  value  ol  currency. 
The  manager  reports  that  the  whole  of  ihe  com- 
pany's pro)ierLy  lias  been  mainlained  in  [rodd  work- 
ing order  and  condilion.  It  has  hitherto  been  ihe 
liraciice  m  mal<iiig  up  ihe  accounts  of  the  company 
to  uphold  the  floating  liahinces  at  Santos,  at  the , 
exchange  of  aij^  per  mil  rOis;  inasmuch,  however, 
as  exchani:e  has  now  for  .some  time  liecn  at  a  much 
lower  level,  lite  auililors  have  rcccnnineiidcd  that 
Ihcse  balances  be  convened  at  the  exchange  ruling 
on  December  31  last,  viz.,  13  %  per  inilreis,  and 
iheir  suggestion  has  been  adopted.
